The history of the house 


dates back to the 1860s 
when Levi Richardson re¬ 
ceived a government grant 
here of 150 acres. His son 
John, a Civil War veteran, 
built this house and lived in 
it witii his wife. When John 
died i.n 1884 lie became the 
first .person to be buried in 
Sierra Madre Pioneer Ceme¬ 
tery. 

.Nathaniel C. Carter, de¬ 
veloper of Sierra Madre, pur¬ 
chased' the 150 acres from 
John in 1881 as he sought 
an area- to insure ample 
water supply for the future 
settlement. 

The address of Richardson 
■House is 167 E. Mira Monte. 
This area, at the comer 
where Mt. Wilson Trail be¬ 
gins has a most interesting 
history, it goes back to the 
1840 s when Don Benito Wil¬ 
son established the trail for 
bringing lumber down from 
tiie mountains, miule pack 
trains, later years Mt. Wil¬ 
son Observatory and Lizzie’s 
Trail’s End Inn.

County Fire Crew Cutback 
May Jeopardise Protection 


Proposed education in in¬ 
mate fire-fighting crews for 
use on watershed fires in 
Lo s Angeles County could 
jeopardize successful fire 
protection, the Board of 
Supervisors has been told 1 . 

In a report to the Board, 
the Watershed Fire Council 
of Southern Cali f o r n i a, 
stated: 

“Successful Wale rshed 
(brusih) fire protection in 
the mountainous areas of 
Los Angeles County, which 
includes part of the Angeles 
National Forest, requires im¬ 
proved air attack capability, 
adequate manpower re¬ 
sources, and Enel manage¬ 
ment programs. 

“Th.i c - includes mainten¬ 
ance of fire breaks and 
roadside hazard reduction, 
whicli the adult inmate fire¬ 
fighting crews maintained 
though their work program 

Chairman Roland V/. Per- 
cey sairl only fifty per cent 
of the scheduled prevention 
work for 1974 was ever com¬ 
pleted due to leduction in 
available crews. He said 
lhat total fire crew resources 
from botii adult and in¬ 
mate camps have been re¬ 
duced from 775 crewmen 
available in 1962 to 349 in 
1974. 


The Sheriff’s Department 
has indicated a desire to cut 
back on the number of adult 
inmate camps now situated 
in the county’s mountains. 
Most juvenile inmate camps 
no longer furnish workers to 
the County Fire Department. 

Porccy said the crews have 
provided a work force to the 
residents of Los Angeles 
County during such disas¬ 
ters as the 1969 flood 1 , the 
1970 fires and the 1971 
i arthquake. 

The Council urged the 
Board nut to approve reduc¬ 
tion of adult inmate crews, 
but to consider expanding 
the number of fire-fighting 
crews to provide “the mini¬ 
mum level of watershed pro¬ 
tection that is needed in 
Los Angeles County.” 

The Board received an! 
filed the report on Jan¬ 
uary 7. 

Watershed Fire Council 
represents the cities and 
communities which have 
watershed areas that are 
considered a mutual fire 
suppression problem. Repre¬ 
sentatives are appointed by 
the Board of Supervisors.

Close For March 
4 School Election 

In accordance with our 
policy of providing useful 
information to the citizens 
of Los Angelos County, we 
arc publishing a list of 
Field Deputy Loc ationfi 
where persons may register 
for voting in ensuing elec¬ 
tions. Most of these places 
are private residences, and 
the persons desiring to reg¬ 
ister will, in most cases, be 
able to do so during reason¬ 
able hours throughout the 
week, and on Saturdays and 
Sundays. 

The closing date for reg¬ 
istration of voters is always 
the thirtieth day prior to the 
day of any particular elec¬ 
tion. 

There are six categories of 
person who should register 
or re-ergister for an eleo 
tion. They are; 

1. Those w'h.o have 
changed their residence ad¬ 
dress in any way since they 
last registered, and have 
not re-registered to their 
new residence address. 

2. Those who have 
changed their name since 
they last registered. 

3. Those who desire to 
change their political affili¬ 
ation. 

4. Those whose registra¬ 
tions were cancelled because 
they did not vote at the 
General Election in 1974 and 
who have not re-registered 
since cancellation. 

5. Those who have become 
of age, and have not regis¬ 
tered. 

6. New residents of Los 
Angeles County, who will 
have the required qualifica 
tions by the date of the elec¬ 
tion. Those qualifications 
are: 

a. Thirty days residence in 
Ihe County. 

b. Eighteen years of age, 
on or prior to the date of 
any election. 

c. A naturalized person 
must have received his final 
papers prior to the date of 
any election. 

d. All voters must not be 
in prison or on parole for a 
felony conviction.

Q. — I know you advocate 
“Dollar Cost Averaging” — 
or buying stocks regularly 
over a long period- of time. I 
can see how it works to your 
benefit in an rip market, but 
would you explain how it 
work in a down market? 

A. — You may find it 
hard to believe if you have 
been investing regularly in 
the long down market we 
have been going through, 
but regular investing can 
work oven better for you in 
a down market once re¬ 
covery lakes place than in 
a rising market.

When the stock market is 
falling, a sot sum of money 
invested regularly buys a 
larger number of shares. 

When you get a turn-around 
in the market, any increase 
in vaLue that takes place is 
multiplied by the larger 
number of shares which, has 
been accumulated during 
the period of low prices.

sharing to finance ongoing programs rather than non¬ 
recurring capital pojects. When revenue sharing ter¬ 
minates, tax increases at the state and local level will 
be required to fund these programs. 

Significantly, in this context, in his final Annual 
Report of Budget Requirements and Means of Financing 
Adopted by California Counties, outgoing State Controller 
Houston I. Flournoy said that the total budget require¬ 
ments of California counties for 1974-1975 are less^ than 
one half of one percent greater than in 1973-1974. Seven¬ 
teen counties are operating on smaller budgets this 
year than last. 

Cal-Tax's West recognizes that while termination of 
revenue sharing would "cause some problems for Cali¬ 
fornia state and local governments,” it is sounder fiscal 
policy to make those responsible for imposing a tax re¬ 
sponsible also for spending tax revenue. As he said, 
“Money raised by others, such as revenue sharing funds, 
are not spent as scrupulously by local officials as funds 
which they must raise themselves through local taxes.”
